Although LUKACS* approach to Subject 
is apparently a well publicised fact and as such seems to hold no immediate 
value for XUBAHX since C. J is doubtless alert to LUXACS* and Subject’s 
association, if not controlling it, we should like to suggest that Headquar* 
ters may see some merit to viewing the product of the VENUS operation in this > ' j 

light both in hopes of recognising similar activities in Belgium, and forahy 
possible suggestions as to LUXACS* own activities that might be indirectly re- 
flected by Pb*T2K*s reporting.

"It 
really is a shame that a man of your age and capacity should have .

ticn have decided to help you."
